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LETTER FROM ROME. 

The 300 Basilicas—The eight-acre Church—Christ- 
mas—An extemporaneous dress-coat—Man-wor- 
ship—The Lateran Church—Peter and Paul's 
heads—Sacred Stairs— Women not permitted to 
enter. 

Again we address from Rome, where we still 
find it both safe and agreeable to remain. Not- 
withstanding all the scarecrow reports of certain 
correspondents, the “ Eternal City ” has not passed 
away, nor the “ Holy Father” ceased to occupy 
his much disputed chair of State. By the way, 
His Holiness is a very agreeable and accommodat- 
ing old gentleman, and but for his Prime Minister, 
Antonelli, the real Pope, the now expected ap- 
proaching erisis in answer to the prevailing clamor 
of the people for freedom would probably be ob- 
tained without serious contention. But of such 
future events we confess to being not sufficiently 
intelligent to venture an expression of our opin- 
ion. We choose rather to speak of matters and 
things we have actually witnessed, or of such as 
have become historical fact. We will continue 
then our former communication by a brief refer- 
ence to the churches of Rome. Of these, this an- 
cient and famous city numbers at present upwards 
of 300. As might be expected of so large a num- 
ber, comparatively few possess much interest. 
Our reference, therefore, will be to such only as 
are rendered remarkable by some work of art or 
some traditionary occurrences. Many of the first 
churches were undoubtedly those edifices which, 
during the Pagan rule, had served as courts of jus- 
tice, or seats of the public tribunals, and which as | 
such bore the name of Basilicas. On the estab- 
lishment of Christianity, under Constantine, the 
churches which were erected especially for the 


witnessing the ceremonies of the day. But by jest 
calling into requisition a little Yankee ingenuity, 
we found that by the application of a few pins to 
the flap of our frock, and by a slight contraction of 
the arms at the moment of entrance, we were not 
so much as suspected of an attempt to avoid the old 
adage, “ When among the Romans,” &c. That we 
might get advantage of the crowd, we started for 
the scene at a very early hour; and to our surprise 
when we came to the principal bridge leading di- 
rectly to the church, we were pro!.ibited passing, 
as were all others, till after the Pope, his cardinals, 
and all other dignitaries lad honored the way ; so 
we just drove round a mile or two farther, and 
were there in sufficient season to secure a most 
favorable stand. 

We had previously witnessed the exhibitions of 
the Sixtine Chapel in the presence of the Pope on 
an ordinary Sabbath, and marveled at the subser- 
viency there rendered, but it was here for the first 
and only time in our life that we looked on and 
saw in its perfection what we should denominate 
man-worship. For several hours prior to the 
opening of the more religious ceremonies, we were 
entertained with adisplay of the military and the 
accompanying music, the whole length of the 
church presenting a double file of soldiers, bearing 
swords and bayonets, and exercising at the word of 
command as at a military review. Then appeared 
a numerous train of the more ordinary ecclesiastics 
of the varied vestments, answering to their diversi- 
fied positions. Finally the signal was given of the 
arrival of His Holiness. He was borne on the 
shoulders of twelve men in his chair of gold, or 
portable throne, denoting his elevation as the vicar 
of Christ. Over him was carried a canopy made 
of rich silks, ornamented with gold; and on each 
side were carried by another set of attendants

Of these there | 
are not a few still remaining in and about Rome, | 
the most magnificent of them alf®being the world- | 
wide talked of St. Peters, and which the skeptical | 
Gibbon has designated as “the most glorious | 
structure that has ever been applied to the use of 
religion.” Think of a building spreading over the 
area of eight English acres, occupying in its erec- 


tion the space of 350 years, and extending over | 


the reign of not less than 43 of the Popes, the en-| & 


tire cost of which amounted to a sum equal to/ 
$50,000,000, the pulpit alone costing nearly | 
$100,000, and the average expenditures for re-| 
pairs, &c., falling but a trifle short of $36,000 per | 
annum! and last, but most of all, recollect that ; 
the supply of funds for these enormous expenses | 
was realized by the sale of indulgences, and who | 
can fail to see a sufficient cause for the Reforma- | 
tion! After all, the impression produced upon | 
entering this immense edifice is not adequate to| 
one’s pre-conceived ideas of its extent, and it seems | 
much smaller than it really is. The probable se-' 
cret of this general if not universal disappointment | 
has been suggested by Byron in his Childe Har-| 
old—* The mind itself expanded by the genius of 


the spot has grown colossal”—a very plausible |

reason at least why we are not at first over- 
whelmed with its grandeur. This sense of disep-| 


pointment, however, is found to wear away after a 


few visits, and the study of its different parts has | 
convinced you of its actual immensity. Then it}

becomes a sort of city, through which one loves to | 
wander, treading gently over its rich and varied | 
pavements of marble, gazing on its stately col- | 
umns, the beauty of its arches, and the richness of | 
its numerous chapels. But the great object which 
most of all commands the admiration of the be- 
holder is that magnificent Dome, the diameter of | 
which is 195 1-2 feet, by the height of 448 feet, | 
the whole resting on four colossal pillars, the cir-| 
cumference of each of which is 253 feet. But one 
must ascend to the cupola to judge truly of the ex- 
tent of St. Peters, and to admire its wonderful 
architect. Michael Angelo was 87 years old when 
he completed this undertaking, and it-is there, 
more than in any of his extensive constructions, | 
that we behold him to perfection. On witnessing 
this sublime creation one feels a sort of pride in 
the power of man, and at the same instant is led 
to reflect upon that superior Power upon which all 
of human greatness originally depends—that mind 
which has constructed that far greater Dome, in 
comparison with which all of human ingenuity and 
skill dwindles into utter insignificance. The grand 
canopy covering the High Altar, stands under the 
center of the dome. It is made of bronze, stripped 
from the Pantheon, of which we may hereafter 
speak, and richly gilded at a cost of $200,000.

set the eyes of peacock’s feathers, signifying that 
vigilance is required of the Pontiff, and also that 
the eyes of all men are fixed upon him. The 
movement of this most dignified and stately pro- 
cession was so very slow and quiet as to be scarcely 
perceptible. Thus borne along, constantly, impart- 
ing his blessings by the gentle motion of his hand, 
what could the believing crowd do less than pros- 
trate themselves as he passed? This they did, the 
uard in arms not excepted. The position of His 
Holiness during the subsequent ceremonies was 
frequently varied, from one of the consecrated 
altars to another, and from a siting to a standing 
position. Now walking between the seven golden 
candlesticks, and then being kissed, by some on 
the shoulder, by others on the knee, and by the 
more important of the dignitaries on the toe—the 
common worshipers not being admitted to such 
special honors. When all was through, the pro- 
cession moved off after the same manner, the Pope 
being conveyed to the Vatican through a side en- 
trance, and the cardinals in their stately carriages 
to their homes; the entire ceremonies of the oc- 
easion proving the most magnificent and imposing 
at we have ever witnessed. 

The next in importance of the basilicas, after 
that of St. Peters, is that of the Lateran Church; 
and in one respect it takes the precedence even of 
St. Peters, having been the place of the corona- 
tion of the Popes for the last 1,500 years. This 
church was founded in the fourth century by Con- 
stantine, who assisted with his own hand in laying 
the foundation. Nothing can surpass the magnili-

another church. The High Altar of this church 
was erected in the-reign of Pope Urban V., for 
the special purpose of receiving the heads of Saints 
Peter and Paul, they being found during his reign 
among the ruins of an old church, Four times 
during the year these heads are exposed to the ado- 
ration of the faithful. Within this high altar is en- 
closed a table of wood upon which St. Peter 
is said to have officiated. And among the relics 
are the two columns of Pilate’s house ; a column 
said to have been split when the vail of the Temple 
was rent; the porphyry slab on which the soldiers 
cast lots for the Saviour’s raiment; four columns, 
six feet high, said to be the height of the Saviour, 
and the miraculous altar-table in which, on a*priest 
doubting of the real presence, the consecrated 
wafer fell from his hand and left a hole. Connected 
with this church is the Baptistry containing the 
Font of green basalt, held sacred as that in which 
Constantine received the rite of baptism. Con- 
nected with this church, also, is the famous scala 





This High Altar (ninety-five feet,) stands immedi- 
ately over the place where the remains of St. Peter 
are said to have been entombed. Before this altar, 
which is only used on the great festivals of the 
church, the Pope alone being permitted to cele- 
brate high mass here, there are ninety-five lamps 
which are kept burning night and day, for what 
purpose we were unable to gain satisfactory infor- 
mation. Near by is the favorite bronze statue of 
St. Peter, sitting on a marble chair with one foot 
extended, the great toe of which has been kissed so 
frequently by the herds of poor devotees who go 
there daily for that purpose, that it is actually 
worn away to a point. Ilere, too, is the famous 
chair of St. Peter in bronze, enclosing the identi- 
cal one in which the apostle and many of his true 
successors have officiated. Other relics are here de- 
posited, such as a portion of the true cross, and the 
handkerchief containing the impression of the 
Saviour’s features. No one, however, is allowed to 
visit these relics except the proper officials who ex- 
hibit them to the people with much cermony dur- 
ing the holy week. 

The ascent to the roof of St. Peters is by a 
broad, spiral, and paved staircase, which is so gen- 
tle that a horse might easily pass over it. This ex- 
pedition seems like a sort of journey. A popula- 
tion of workmen, always occupied in repairs, in- 
habit the summit of the temple, which has the ap- 


pearance of a public place in the air. An ever- | 


flowing fountain exists at this height, and adds to 
the illusion. We ascended to the immense bronze 
ball, large enough to hold sixteen persons seated,

We have several times advised the church of the 
extension of our China mission into the country, 
and the formation of native churches in villages. 
We have received from Brother Gibson, under 
date of Dec. 4th, an account of a visit to these na- 
tive churches, and of the holding of the first quar- 
terly meeting among them. In this letter also 
Brother Gibson makes an earnest appeal for half 
a dozen unmarried young men to come to this mis- 
sion, with a view of more efficiently extending the 
work into the country. He says two circuits might 
be formed immediately by single men whose piety 
and devotion were equal to the great and peculiar 


work, and he gives several cogent reasons why 
such single men should go to China and do this 
work. 

We are aware that there is a difference of opin- 
ion in regard to sending single men to missions 
among heathen people. Many wise and good men 
of experience think it ought not to be done. But 
why not? Unmarried Christian women go to such 
missions, and serve with credit and success. But 
let the church hear Brother Gibson, and by reflec- 
tion and additional information we may each a 
sound conclusion on this interesting question. 
Brother Gibson says : 

: * I reached the most distant appointment some 
time after dark. The people had come together, 
and not hearing of our arrival on the hills, had 
scattered to their homes. However, a small con- 
gregation was soon gathered, and we preached to 
them as well as we could. The next morring we 
conducted the quarterly meeting services at Koi 
Hung, or Quel Hung. An interesting love-feast, 
baptism of one man, farmer, forty-two years of age, 
and two infant children, boys. 

“ Then followed the sermon from the words of™ 
Jesus: ‘I am the door; by me if any man enter in 
he shall be saved.’ Then the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper was administered to about twenty- 
five native Christians, four of which number were 
women. There are others inquiring, and some 
other applicants for baptism ; but I thought it best 
that they should receive a little further instruction 
before they are admitted into the church. 

“ After the regular services were over, Brother 
Hu Iong Mi, and myself, started for a village some 
six miles distant, called Tong Pung, to which place 
we had been formally invited by a respectable res- 
ident of the place. We found our host and were 
received with politeness and attention. A large 
crowd soon gathered, to whom we each preached 
in turn. Though our kind host invited us to re- 
main over night, he evidently was not quite pre- 
pared to put up with the annoyance his neighbors 
would have given him had we done so; and as the 
village was but two or three miles from our boat, 
we concluded to go to it, telling our friend that we 
should be glad to accept of his hospitality on our 
next trip. 

“Tf it were not for intruding upon your time and 
patience, I would like to speak of what seems to 
me to be a pressing necessity for our mission at this 
time. Every time I go into the country the con- 
viction forces itself more strongly upon my mind 
that we need a band of faithful, devoted young 
men, who will volunteer to come out single and go 
into the country to form new stations and circuits. 
It would not be advisable to send ladies or children 
into the interior of this country just now. Bachel- 
ors must do the pioneer work. A variety of rea- 
sons strongly support this plan: 

“1. Ladies and children suffer more from the 
climate, new mode of life, collision with the base- 
ness and treachery of servants, etc., than gentle- 
men do. Our little mission cemetery speaks vol- 
umes on this point. Here we have buried six mis- 
sionary ladies and four children, and only one mis- 
sionary as yet has found a grave in Fuh Chau. 

“2. Being freed from family cares, a single man 
would make more rapid progress in the language 
than a married man would make in the same time. 
This statement too is based upon numerous prece- 


and put everything pertaining to that department| dents. I think this point is conceded by all mis- 


sionaries in China. 

“3. In making advances into the country, ladies 
would come in contact with the prejudices and 
notions of the peeple to much greater extent than 
gentlemen. You may remember the time when 
the Chinese authorities would not allow a foreign 
lady to live on shore with her husband in the trad- 
ing factories or hongs at Canton. The same senti- 
ments prevail among the masses to this day. 

“4. Single men could move about with much 
greater facility than men with families. Here are 
no railroads, no carriage roads, no horseback roads, 
or at least few, and no horses nor saddles even if 
there were roads. Wherever travel by water is 
not practicable the itinerant must travel on foot. 
It is madness to talk of a lady walking about in this 
country, over a circuit with her husband, and it 
might not be safe for her to remain alone during 
her husband’s absence. 

“These are a few of the reasons that come 
crowding upon my mind as I write this hurried let- 
ter. I hope I have not trespassed too much upon 
your patience or time. The subject to me is an 
interesting and important one. It might not be 
necessary for such brethren always to remain sin- 
gle. After five or six year’s labor and acquaint- 
ance on their circuit or station, it might not only 
become practicable but advisable for them to mar- 
ry, and thus bring the influence of Christian and 
educated ladies to their aid. 

“ Nor would it be necessary for them in all cases 
to go home for a wife. Mr. White, Mr. Maclay, 
and Dr. Wentworth of our mission, have all mar- 
ried wives in China; so has Mr. Doolittle, of the 
A. B. C. F. M., and Mr. Fearnly, of the Church of 
England mission. And it is rather doubtful if any 
of these gentlemen could have better satisfied them- 
selves in this matter had they gone to England or 
the United States. But even should it become 
necessary for some one or two to go home on this 
errand, I see no great objection to the plan on that 
ground, for the good brother would be able to re- 
turn to his field of labor with invigorated health, 
more ardent spirits, and ‘a help-meet for him.’ I 
have written thus much under an imperative sense 
of duty. Ihave not made it my business in this 
land to write letters, as you well know; but the 
work demands these young, single men, and I 
should be neglecting to perform my duty did I not 
raise my voice for them. We want them now. We 
cannot wait. If we had four young single men 
here to-day, in less than one week we would have 
two circuits or stations formed and give the breth- 
ren work at once. Are there no such men? Then 
God pity the church. Is there no money? Then 
may God have mercy. OQ, sir, I cannot tell you 
how much I feel on this subject.” 





POPULAR EDUCATION. 

How can young men and young women be con- 
vinced that it is respectable and far more profita- 
ble and prosperous and delightful, to till the soil 
and manage the dairy and furnish the wardrobe 
and the table, than it is to.sell merchandize and 
ply the needle, play the exquisite and the belle ? 
The answer is swift and conclusive. These occu- 
pations must be raised to the rank of arts by their 
intelligent, scientific pursuit. The reasons of 
things must be known, and then farming will be a 
delight, and not a drudgery, an honor and not a 
disgrace, both in its pursuit and result. 

How can this knowledge, essential to the highest 
success in your calling, be obtained? In our pub- 
lic schools, I know, as the public schools of the 
country are usually conducted, little or no atten- 
tion is paid to practical science. Children are 
taught to spell Ompompanoosuc, and name the 
rivers in Ethiopia and Siberia, but they are not 
taught why a silver spoon is tarnished by boiled 
eggs, or a knife by cutting an apple. They are 
not taught why deep plowing prevents the severi- 
ties of drought, or why guano is a good fertilizer 
on some soils, or whence comes the carbon of the 
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forest trees. They are not taught the difference 
between boiled and roasted meat, and why bread 
is heavy. Silver dollars are put in the churn to 
bring the butter, and pork is killed at high tide or 
fall of the moon to prevent shrinkage, because 
schools spend more time in teaching the extraction 
of cube roots than the extraction of butter from 
cream. The science of cooking, on which health 
and life depend, is not taught, but algebra is. So 


our young wives prefer boarding to housekeeping, 
since they can work quadrates but not the knead- 


ing trough ; they can explain the binomial theorem, 


but not the nature and action of yeast. It is no 


fault of theirs. It is the fault of the system. Our 
modes of education are defective, and need reno- 
vation. Boys and girls should be taught in school, 
the science of agriculture and cooking, as they are 
now taught arithmetic and grammar.—Dr. Stebdins.

THE VALUE OF ACCURACY. 
It is the result of every day experience, that 
steady attention to matters of detail lies at the root 
of human progress; and that diligence, above all, 





is the mother of good luck. Accuracy is also of 

much importance, and an invariable mark of good 

training ina man Accuracy in observation, ac- 

curacy in speech, accuracy in the transaction of 
affairs. What is done in business must be well 
done; for it is better to accomplish perfectly a 
small amount of work, than to half-do ten times as 
much. A wise man used to say, “ Stay a little, 
that we may make an end the sooner.” 

Too little attention, however, is paid to this high- 

ty important quality of accuracy. As a man, emi- 
nent in practical science lately observed to us, 
“It is astonishing how few people I have met in 
the course of my experience, who can define a fact 
accurately.” Yet, in business affairs, it is the man- 
ner in which even small matters are transacted, 
that often decides men for or against you. With 
virtue, capacity, and good conduct in other re- 
spects, the person who is habitually inaccurate 
cannot be trusted ; his work has to be gone over 
again; and he thus causes an infinity of annoy- 
ance, vexation, and trouble. 
Truer words were never uttered than those 
spoken by Mr. Dargan, the Irish railway contrac- 
tor, at a public meeting in Dublin. “ I have heard 
a great deal,” he said, “ about the independence 
that we were to get from this, that, and the other 
source; yet I have always been deeply impressed 
with the conviction, that our industrial independ- 
ence depends upon ourselves. Simple industry 
and careful exactness would be the making of Ire- 
land. We have, it is true, made a step; but per- 
severance is indispensably necessary for eventual 
success.” 





THE RICH AND POOR, 

Nowhere else, I believe, but in the United 
States—certainly nowhere to the same extent— 
does this anti-Christian separation of classes pre- 
vail in the Christian church. The beggar in his 
tattered vestments, walks the splendid courts of St. 
Peters, and kneels at its costly altars by the side of 
dukes and cardinals. The peasant in his wooden 
shoes is welcomed in the gorgeous churches of 
Notre Dame and the Madeleine; and even in 
England, where political and social distinctions are 
more rigorously enforced than in any other coun- 
try on earth, the lord and the peasant, the richest 
and the poorest, are usually occupants of the same 
church, and partakers of the same communion. 
That the reverse of all this is true in many parts of 
this country, every observing man knows full well, 
There are religious congregations, composed so ex- 
clusively of the wealthy as scarcely to embrace an 
indigent family or individual; and the number of 
such churches, where the gospel is never preached 
to the poor, is constantly increasing. Rich men, 
instead of associating themselves with their more 
humble fellow-Christians, where their money, and 
their influence, and counsels are so mu@h needed, 
usually combine to erect magnificent churches, in 
which sittings are too expensive for any but people 
of fortune, and from which the poor are as effec- 
tually excluded as if there were dishonor or con- 
tagion in their presence. A congregation is thus 
constituted, able, without the slightest inconven- 
ience, to bear the pecuniary burdens of twenty 
churches, monopolizing and consigning te compara- 
tive inactivity, intellectual, moral and material re- 

sources, for want of which so many other congre- 

gations are doomed to struggle with the most em- 

barrassing difficulties. Can it for a moment be 

thought that such a state of things is desirable, or 

in harmony with the spirit and design of the gos- 

pel ?—Dr. Olin.

CHURCH RECORDS AND STATISTICS. 


In a late Herald we find an essay on the “ Duty 
of a Minister to his Successor,” containing many 
valuable suggestions, in which the writer says, 
“ Another duty which we owe to our successor, as 
well ag to the societies, is to properly regulate the 
Church Books,” and “ nearly allied to this subject 
is that of preparing an accurate and comprehen- 
sive Pocket ister for his successor.” In refer- 
ence to the preparation of Conference Statistics, he 
adds, “ There should be accuracy, not guess work ; 
honesty, not exaggeration.” ‘ 

These uotations, and the thoughts found in con- 
nection with them, ought to be engraven upon the 
heart and conscience of every itinerant minister. 
Justice to our brethren in the ministry, as well as 
truth and honesty, demand that we “ think on 
these things,” and “do unto others as we would 
that they should do unto us.” 

I would not charge my brethren with intentional 
wrong or carelessness, but I must say, in all hon- 
esty, there is an unr ble neglect of duty in 
relation to these matters, The revision of our 
Church Records is often neglected four, six, or 
eight years, and the names of persons who have 
died, removed, or withdrawn from the church, 
stand on the Records with nothing to show that 
they are not living, active members of the church, 
and in preparing the Conference Statistics, are 
counted and reported as such. 

In some instances we find the names of persons 
on probation who have been continued and reported 
from five to fifteen years, who never professed to 
enjoy religion, and have not attended a class meet- 
ing since the preacher left who persuaded them to 
join the class. We sometimes find many of this 
class, especially when we succeed a “ popular re- 
vivalist.” 

In some eases, if we do our duty, we are obliged 
to report ten or twentf per cent. less than our pre- 
decessor, and then have it said, “ The church is 
running down under his administration ;” and, we 
fear, some have had so much regard for their repu- 
tation that they have perpetuated the evil. 

Brethren, let us be honest, and trust our char- 
acter as ministers, and our reputation for success, 
to fidelity and truth, rather than to great numbers 
and false representations. As the time for the ses- 
sion of our Conference draws uear, let us thor- 
oughly revise our Records, prepare a full and com- 
plete Register for our successor, and correct sta- 
tistics for the Minutes of Conference, and do all we 
can to prepare the way for our successor to be use- 
ful and happy on the charges where we now labor.

8. 8. UNION IN LYNN. 
Lynn, March 10, 1860. 

Bro. Haven:—During the past week a new 

impulse has been given to the cause of Sunday 
School instruction in this place by the organization 
of a Methodist Sunday School Union. The first 
meeting was held on Thursday evening, March 8, 
at the Lynn Common Church, under the direction 
of Harrison Newhall, Esq., Superintendent of the 
Common Street Sunday School. The weather 
was unfavorable ; but the congregation wasa large 
one, and the occasion was full of encouragement 
to those friends of the cause who desire to see our 
Sunday Schools exerting a deeper and more abid- 
ing influence upon ‘the social and religious culture 
of the young. 

The exercises of the meeting were full of inter- 
este Introductory remarks were made by the pre- 
siding oflicer, and prayer was offered by Rev. G. 
F. Pool. Encouraging reports were received from 
the several schools connected with the association ; 
and brief practical addresses were made by Rev. 
O. S. Howe, of Somerville, and by Rev. G. F. 
Pool, Rev. J. L. Hanaford, and Rev. W. R. 
Clark, of Lynn. We were also favored with ex- 
cellent singing, by a choir selected from the scholars 
of the Common Street Sunday School. The sing- 
ing was a marked feature of the meeting, and con- 
tributed greatly to its success. 

Before the close of the meeting, a plan was 
adopted by which the “ Union” becomes a per- 
manent part of our Sunday School system. Its 
interests are placed under the control of an effi- 
cient Board of Managers, provision having been 
made for future meetings, and for such exercises as 
will tend “ to promote the interests of our Sunday 
Schools and the Christian fellowship of our 
churches.” 

In previous years, each of our schools has been 
doing a good work in its own particular sphere, 
but we have long felt the need of some organiza- 
tion which would bring our several schools into 
more intimate relations, so that each might be 
benefited by the experience and progress of all 


some returning Americans who might afferd a suita- 
ble protection and companionship for his wife and 
little ones. A supposed change for the better in 
the health of the little gir) then led them to defer 
coming, but it turned out that it was but a suppos- 
ed change ; she became worse. Physicians advis- 
ed the voyage immediately as the only hope of sav- 
ing her. 

Things had now reached a crisis, and the judg- 
ment of the mission was unanimous and decided 
that the family ought to leave, and that Brother 
Maclay himself ought to accompany his wife and 
their six little ones. They wenton board the good 
ship “ Samuel Russell” on the 26th of November 
last, and on the 29th they were fully on their way 
home with the excellent Captain Winchell, who 
had his invalid wife on board. 

The best of attentions were shown our mission- 
ary family ; but their worst fears were realized in 
the case of their precious little Clara, for the cap- 
tain was obliged to make the following entry upon 
the ship’s book: “ Died January 5, Clara Maclay, 
aged 3 years and 2 months; her remains were 
brought to this port.” That she sleeps not in the 
deep, deep sea, is owing to the forethought and 
kindness of the excellent captain. May God’s 
blessing be upon him and his! 

Brother Maglay and family—save the little boy 
—we are happy to say arrived in excellent health 
on the morning of March the second, and in time 
to be present at some missionary meetings on Sab- 
bath, the fifth instant, of which we shall give fur- 
ther account. This brother has been absent from 
us about thirteen years, toiling in hope, sowing in 
tears through a long night of darkness; but the 
morning star hath at last appeared. © Yes, the day 
breaketh! the rays of the Sun of Righteousness 
have, beyond any doubt, broken in upon heathen 
souls, who have received the “ healing of his wings;” 
and, blessed be God ! these rays have also dispelled 
the darkness of the tomb at least to one of these 
converts who has already slept in Christ. 

Jast as soon as the good providence of God shall 
direct, our brother will be returning to the home of 
hi@heart and the work whereunto he esteems him- 
self to have been called. Meantime we anticipate 
the awakening of more prayer in the church for 
missions, and especially for our brethren and their 
work in China.

RELIGIOUS REVIVALS. 

Two of the leading English Reviews of late 
have had long and carefully written articles on this 
subject, examining it from precisely opposite points 
of view. The Westminister Review resorts to the 
long practiced method of infidelity, gathering every- 
thing that can he found to throw reproach upon 
them, magnifying and dwelling upon all excesses 
that would naturally attend strong excitement, and 
which in religious revivals are exceedingly small 
when compared with other kinds of excitement, 
undervaluing and sneering at the undeniable re- 
form in moral character which is seen, and endeay- 
oring to account for it all, without any recognition 
of a spiritual or divine agency. It is not necessary 
to examine at length the crude and shallow and 
flippant representations of this party, who are 
evidently profoundly ignorant of the subject upon 
which they treat. 

The London Quarterly Review, of January, has 
an article of a different temper. This is valuable, 
not so much for a philosophical examination of the 
subject as for a clear and lucid setting forth of the 
facts connected with the great religious revivals of 
modern times. Due notice is given to the great 
New England revival, commencing at Northamp- 
ton, in 1741, under the preaching of Dr. Jonathan 
Edwards, and afterwards extending through at 
least one hundred and fifty congregations. Also to 
the great revival under Whitefield and Wes- 
ley, by whom in fact the work seems to have been 





the others. We regard this organization as a step 
in the right direction. If carried into practical 
operation with the same earnestriess of purpose that 
has characterized its commencement, it cannot fail 
to exert a salutary influence upon all our Sunday 
Schools, and through them upon our whole com- 
munity.

EAST MAINE CONFERENCE. 


Bro. Havex:—The following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted at the last session of our Con- 
ference : 

Now as I suppose it was the intention of the 
Conference to make these resolutions the rule of 
their action in the cases which come under the 
resolutions, and as some of those who are concern- 
ed to know may not come to the knowledge of the 
facts or may forget them, would it not be well to 
publish them in the Herald, that there may be no 
excuse ? 

Extract from the report of the Committee on 
Tobacco, of East Maine Conference, Thomaston, 
1859. 

Resolved, That we will not hereafter receive any 
minister into this Conference who is in the habit of 
using tobacco in any form. 

The following resolution was also adopted by the 
Conference at the same session : 

Resolved, ‘That it be required of each candidate 
for admission on probation in the East Maine Con- 


tice as indicated in the foregéing declaration, but 
that we will stand by the rights and interests of 
our people to the last extremity. 

5. That our mission, as ministers of the New 
Testament, is to preach the Gospel of the Son of 
God both to master and slave, and to devote our- 
selves wholly to our appropriate work of winning 
souls to Christ. 

6. That we solemnly remonstrate against the 
continua aggressive discussions of the slavery 
question in the newspapers and periodicals of the 
church. 

7. That the publishing funds and establishments 
of the church are common property, held in trust 
by the General Conference for our common and 
equal use. 

8. That any such use of our common publishing 
funds, newspapers, periodicals, &c., as precludes 
our people from the benefits of them, while they 
are in no false or illegitimate relation to the Union, 
but are faithful to its covenants, is an abuse of 
trust. 

The adoption of the Report is nearly equivalent 
to a withdrawal from the M. E. Church. 

The East Baltimore Conference have chosen the 
following delegates: C. B. Tippett, H. Slicer, T. 
Mitchell, T. B. Sargent, Geo. Guier, George Hildt 
and James H. Brown. Reserves—James Sanks 
and John Miller. Of these H. Slicer and T. B. 
Sargent were members of the last General Con- 
ference. 

The East Baltimore Conference also voted as 
follows upon the three propositions to change the 
General Rule on Slavery: Against the Cincinnati 
Conference Resolution, 156. Against Erie Confer- 
ence Resolution, 156. Against the Providence 
Conference Resolution, 148. No vote was given 
in favor of either. 

A long debate arose on the East Genesee Con- 
ference Resolution in favor of Lay Del@gation in 
the Conferences, the most of the speaking being in 
its favor, but on taking a Yea and Nay vote, it 
stood Yeas 42, Nays 106, which is a larger vote in 
its favor, considering the nature of the Conference, 
than many would have anticipated. 

In the Baltimore Conference after a few had 
spoken against Lay Delegation all debate was cut 
off, and the vote stood, Yeas 8, Nays 145. 





CLOSE QUESTIONS. 

There is nothing that the defenders of slavery, 
whether North or South, so quickly shrink from as 
a close question, to be answered by yes or no. So 
long as you will give them a plenty of sea-room to 
beat about in, with loud swelling words and long- 
drawn arguments, ending nowhere, they are at 
home. An instance of this is seen in a discussion 
between the Independent and the New York Ob- 
server. The Observer has abounded in windy 
arguments against abolitionists, whereupon the In- 
dependent propounds a series of questions, and re- 
peats them from week to week, as follows : 

1. Is it wrong to sell human beings, guiltless of 
crime ? 

2. Is it wrong to hold human beings as property, 
subject to be bought and sold ? 

3. Is it wrong to separate by force or law hus- 
bands and wives, parents and children, when 
neither crime, nor vice, nor insanity in either of 
the parties calls for such separation ? 

Have slaves an equal right with other persons 
to marry according to their own choice, and should 
such marriage, when contracted, he held sacred 
and inviolable ? 

5. Has a slave woman an absolute right to her 
chastity, and is the master who violates that chas- 
tity guilty of a crime ? 

6. Have slaves a right to read the Bible, and is 
it a crime to forbid them to be taught to read ? 

7. Is the system of slavery as it exists in the 
Southern States a blessing to the country, which 
should be cherished and perpetuated by national 
legislation ? 

3. Is the system of slavery, as by law establish- 
ed in the Southern States, morally right ? 

The Independent adds: 

Each of these questions admits of a direct cate- 
gorical answer. If Zhe Observer will transfer 
these questions to its columns, and answer each of 
them by a simple Yes or No, then for each and 
every such explicit answer we will pay over to A. 
Merwin, Esq., for the American Board, twenty- 
five dollars. 

In our paper of April 8, 1857, we made a simi- 





systematized, so that frog their time to this revivals 
have been unceasing. A full description of the 
American revival of 1858 is given, together with 
the revival in Ireland and England now going on, 
and which seemed to spring from the American 
movement, 

The effects of this are pronounced to be all good. 
Bibles are sold in greatly increased numbers. The 
attendance on the churches is in some places in- 
creased tenfold. The morality of the people is great- 
ly benefited. Drunkenness and liquor selling are 
wonderfully diminished. There is indeed a pros- 
pect that the condition of the people in Ireland 
will be greatly and permanently improved. 

To what, we ask, can such results be attributed ? 
“ Do men gather grapes from thorns ?” 

We have seen in modern times two general 
waves of popular excitement, that induced by the 
so called Spiritualism, and these evangelical relig- 
ious revivals. It is idle to undervalue or deny the 
power of either. Now apply Christ's test to them 
—* By their fruits shall ye know them,”—and can 
we hesitate long upon their respective merits ? 
The one weakens the marriage tie, ridicules the 
distinction between right and wrong, and finally 
ripens into the practical precept, Let every one 
do what is pleasing to himself. The other holds up 
and acknowledges the restraints of pure morality, 
represses vice, encourages innocence and benevo- 
lence and devotion, and raises man to a likeness 
with God. The one is evidently from the devil, 
the other from God. 

We trust America will show that revivals are 








not necessarily intermittent or periodic; or, at 
least that long intervals are not necessary between 
them. Their object is to convert drunken men 
into sober men ; the profane into the devout; the 
thoughtless into the reverent and obedient; the 
worshiper of Mammon into the worshiper of God. 
So long then as sin exists among the people the 
demand for revivals will not cease.

ARRIVAL OF Rev. R. S. Mactay anp Famr- 
LY FRoM CHINA.—We were some time since ad- 
vised by Brother Maclay of the conviction of him- 
self and wife that she would be obliged to come to 
America with three or four of their children, the 
time having come that two should come away from 
the presence of idolatry to be educated where 
Christianity is not only present as the religion of 
the people, but the foundation of their thought and 
life. To this necessity all missionaries in pagan 
lands are driven in relation to their children. Be- 
sides this necessity, two others of their children 
were invalids—a little sick girl, and a little boy 
with a spinal affection. The one uired a sea 
Voyage to restore her health; the little boy could 
not be properly treated in China. We know it 
was the wish of Brother Maclay to remain at his 
work, and he sought in vain for the company of 


at the North, also resolutions passed by the Quar- 
terly Conference at Blacksburg, asking for a final 
settlement of the slavery agitation. These were 
referred to a committee of fourteen, seven ministers 
and the seven lay delegates. 

The Baltimore Christian Advocate is pronounced 
successful, having about 4000 subscribers. 

The Committee on Slavery made a long report, 
which reaching us just as the paper is going to 
press we cannot give in full. We give the Resolu- 
tions adopted : 

1. Resolved, That we sincerely deplore the agi- 
tation of the slavery question both in Church and 
State, and earnestly hope and fervently pray that 
this discreditable strife may speedily cease. 

2. That this Conference disclaims having the 
least sympathy with abolitionism ; on the contrary, 
we are determined not to hold connection with any 
ecclesiastical body that makes non-slaveholding a 
condition of membership in the church; that we 
are opposed to any inquisition upon the motives 
underlying the relation of master and slave. 

3. That the subject of slavery should be com- 
mitted exclusively to the jurisdiction of the respect- 
ive Conferences in which it may be found to exist. 

4. That no action of the General Conference 
can influence us to violate our principles and prac- 





lar proposition, which we repeat below. No Meth- 
odist paper published on slave soil then deigned to 
answer. We fear none have the courage now to 
answer. Our proposition was as follows : 

We exchange with a number of newspapers 
published under the control of the M. E. Church, 
South. Some of them from time to time complain 
of unfairness on the part of religious newspapers 
in the North, on the subject of slavery. We do 
not wish to be unfair. We deprecate uncharitable- 
ness and fanaticism. We ought all to seek a fair 
understanding with each other. It would promote 
union. We would respectfully and with all can- 
dor, propose two questions to them, and would be 
glad to receive a direct and explicit answer to each 
of the questions, from any one and all of the be- 
fore mentioned papers. Our questions are these : 

1. Has any man a religious right to violate any 
one of the Ten Commandments ? 

2. Ought any man to have legal power to com- 
pel any other man to violate any one of the Ten 
Commandments ? : 

We do not ask the above questions captiously, 
but with a sincere desire to arrive at a mutual 
undersranding of our respective bases of morality. 
All of us protessing to be Christians, it is presum- 
able that we have but one code of morals. A can- 
did answer to the above questions will greatly 
oblige the editor, and thousands of the readers of 
this paper. 





BULGARIA. 


Rev. Mr. Dwight, of Constantinople, a Baptist 
missionary, lately visited the Methodist missionaries 
in Bulgaria, and speaks in the highest terms of 
them. He says: “ With such a great work as we 
have before us in this land, a missionary must have 
a very little soul, who would allow himself to raise 
up from the “vasty deep” the foul spirits of sec- 
tarian jealousy and theological strife. I really 
think that such an one is not fit to be a missionary. 
Of course I speak of strifes among Christian 
brethren, who all hold ‘ the Head,’ that is Christ, 
and are all bound to one and the same heaven. 

“T felt when [ was in Shumla, that if I could let 
my voice be heard throughout the widely spread, 
numerous, and powerful body of Methodists in 
America, I would affectionately and earnestly call 
upon them to occapy the great centres in Bulgaria 
proper, with the least possible delay. I would urge 
them to send their best young men, (no ordinary 
men are needed,) men who not only could acquire 
a new language with facility, but who could also 
appreciate the new circumstances in which they 
will here be placed, and labor patiently for the best 
good of our entire race. They could not make a 
better selection of well-adapted laborers than the 
dear brethren they have already sent to this field, 
and I hope that the Lord’s providence will guide 
them, in this thing in the future, as it has in the 
past.” 

Rev. A. D. Long, missionary at Bulgaria, writes 
to Dr. Durbin: 

You are aware of the great struggle which is 
still going on in some of the Bulgarian cities to 
have the church service performed in the old Slavic 
language instead of the Greek. This is a national 
advantage, and one step toward reform; but, in 
reality, but little spiritual advantage to the people, 
since they still cannot understand the service. I 
learn that yesterday (St. Stephen’s day) in one 
(perhaps more) church in this city the scripture 
lessons were read in the simple Bulgarian lan- 
guage from the same version concerning which the 
above mentioned discussion took place. The bish- 





op was himself present, and. noticed the attention 
| which the people gave to the word of God instead 
| of their usual laughing and talking during service. 

This is a movement to which I have been directing 
/my attention for some time; and as the principal 
| teacher has taken the matter in hand, and boldly 
| advocates it, 1 have hope that it will be put through, 
| in spite of ecclesiastical opposition. It is truly sad 
| to see a congregation of perhaps two thousand per- 
| Sons listening to a church service which, with four 
|or five exceptions, no one present understands. 
| They throng to the church, perform the required 
| ceremonies, and frequently go away without having 

heard a single sentence which they can understand 
O how often I have longed for the privilege of 

standing up in one of their churches to proc!aim 








the way of life! My heart has ached when I have 
seen the large church (within a few steps from my 
dwelling) packed full of human beings who, I 
know, would listen to me were I permitted by the 
church authorities to address them. May God has- 
ten the time when in these churches may be heard 
the voice of the preacher proclaiming the truth as 
it is in Jesus! 

I am happy to report to you also another en- 
couraging item of news. Regular public religious 
services, exclusively in the Bulgarian language, 
have been commenced. On Christmas day I 
preached to a congregation of about fifteen persons, 
and the following Sabbath we had twenty-two in 
attendance. Yesterday, being a great festival, 
several were prevented from attending ; we had, 
however, four or five, and went through with our 
service as usual. Several persons came after we 
had closed. 1 have notified my acquaintances gen- 
erally that we will continue regularly to have Bu!- 
garian preaching every Sabbath at my house, and 
all are invited to come and to bring others. I can- 
not say what will be the result. Murmurings and 
threatenings are beginning already to be heard 
from a certain quarter, and it is quite possible that 
these may increase until noone will dare to attend 
our service. My object is, without controversy 
merely to present the fundamental and essential 
truths of the gospel to the people. I leave the 
success of this movement to the great Head of the 
church, praying the outpouring of the Spirit upon 
both preacher and hearers, that God’s name may 
be glorified in this land of darkness and supersti- 
tion. 





CHESTNUT ST. CHURCH, PORTLAND. 


We recently spent the Sabbath, the 4th inst., 
with the Chestnut Street Church, Portland, and 
were glad to see such marked indications of 
strength and prosperity. The great expense of 
the building has been so far met, actually and pros- 
pectively, as to place them in easy circumstances, 
and the congregation is very large. The social 
meetings are also largely attended. Rev. H. B. 
Ridgaway, of the East Baltimore Conference, was 
expected last Sabbath. He has relatives in Port- 
land, and is well known there, and will meet a 
cordial reception. The East Baltimore Confer- 
ence Record, a daily paper, gives the following 
notice of a sermon preached before the Conference 
on Sabbath evening by Bro. Ridgaway: “ The 


sermon of Mr. Ridgaway was a master-piece of

Ridgaway, 
we beg leave to assure him of our high appreciation 
of his character as a minister of Christ and a Chris- 
tian gentleman. 

Resolved, That we cordially commend Bro. R. 
to the confidence and cordial regards of the minis- 
ters and people of his new field of labor. 

Resolved, That whenever it shall please our 
brother to return to the East Baltimore Confer- 
ence, we shall receive him as cordially as we now 
part with him with regret. 





MASSACHUSETTS BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

This Board held their regular annual meeting at 
the State House, March 6, His Excellency Gov. 
Banks in the chair. The principal business was 
the distribution of the State Scholarships. Accord- 
ing to a law passed in 1853, forty-eight scholarships 
are established to aid in educating and training 
young mer for the office of principal teachers in 
the high schools of the Commonwealth.- The 
State is divided into forty sections, each of which 
is entitled to a scholarship once in four years. Be- 
sides this, two candidates at large are selected each 
year, thus making forty-eight to be selected in four 
years. A scholarship entitles the holder to one 
hundred dollars a year while in any college in the 


State, which he can receive. after the first year, 
only on condition that he matmaius « sank for 


scholarship among the first half in the class. 

The following were selected at this meeting: 
George Brackett, of Somerville; Frank Knight, 
of Charlestown; Edward H. Clement, of Boston : 
James F. Dixbee, of Cambridge; Chandler B. 
Braman, of Brighton; Henry E. Storrs, of Am- 
herst; William L. Howe, of Orange; Gorham D. 
Williams, of Deerfield; A. Dwight Miner, of Ley- 
don; Thomas E. H. Horton, of New Salem; and 
Charles Gray, of Barnstable. One candidate at 
large remains to be elected. 

The appropriation of $14,100 made by the State 
in behalf of the Normal Schools was applied as fol- 
lows: Bridgewater School, $3,600; Westfield, 
$3,600; Framingham, $3,200; Salem, $3,700. 
The sum of $300 was devoted to secure a course of 
lectures in each Normal School on Chemistry ; 
and the same sum to secure a course of lectures in 
each Normal School on Botany. Also, $600 was 
appropriated to each school for instruction in 
Music. 

The schools were pronounced generally in a 
satisfactory condition. 





We are pleased to learn that Rev. Samuel W. 
Coggeshall is to deliver a lecture in Boston and 
Lynn this week, on the Life and Character of Rev. 
Enoch Mudge. Father Madge was the first Meth- 
odist preacher raised in New England, and occu- 
pied important positions many years in the minis- 
try—the latter years of his life as Seamen's 
Preacher in New Bedford. Ilis labors contributed 
largely to the spread of Methodism in Maine. His 
urbanity, zeal and Christian character endeared 
him to a wide circle of friends, and these reminis- 
cences will, doubtless, be listened to with eager in- 
terest by those who knew him, and also by all to 
whom the memory of the fathers is precious. The 
lecture will contain the relation of facts regarding 
the rise and progress of Methodism in New Eng- 
land, notices of promjnent actors with Father 
Mudge in the pioneer work of Methodism, and 
many incidents not before committed to writing.

They have lived down violence, and can govern 
their own churches as they will.

Translated from the German of the 3d 
and 4th improved editions, by James Freeman Clarke. 
12mo., pp. 267. Boston: Walker, Wise §- Co.—The 
writings of Huse are, and for the most part justly, held 
in high esteem. This brief book occupies a kind of 
medium ground between the absurdities of Strauss 
and the common view. For its suggestiveriess it is of 
considerable value, but the dogmatic positiveness with 
which it expresses as facts the author’s own peculiar 
notions, is very absurd. One great reason why the 
German rationalists and all tainted with their poison are 
so sceptical of the Sacred Record, is because they are 
such inveterate liars themselves. They write down 
together, apparently without any discrimination, facts 
and conjectures and assertions; and this habit natu- 
rally leads them to doubt others. Knowing that their 
own statements are merely fanciful, they naturally sup- 
pose the same of others. 

Notes on NursinG; what it is, and what it is not. 
By Florence Nightingale. 12mo., pp. 140. New 
York: D, Appleton § Co.—No woman now living has 
become so widely known and admired as Miss Night- 
ingale, whose heroic efforts in behalf of the sick and 
wounded soldiers in the Crimgan war revolutionized 
the hospital practice, and saved so many lives. Some 
have doubted whether her energy and usefulness were 
not magnified by common report; but this book 
shows that she is a close observer and largely endowed 
with practical sagacity. ‘No lady of good sense can 
read this book without profit. It is valuable for the 
information it contains, and for its abundant good sug- 
gestions. 

Hours witn tHe Evanceuists. By J. Nichols, 
D.D. Intwo volumes. VolumeI. 12mo., pp. 405. 
Boston: Crosby, Nichols § Co.—If we may judge of 
the worth of a book by the interest it has inspired in 
our own mind, we must award to this volume a high 
merit. Its venerable author, after a half century of 
ministerial services, presents his ripest thoughts upon 
the central Christian Records, and they are richly im- 
bued with Christian feeling.

It is so 
beautifully printed as to gratify the eye while it re- 
plenishes the soul.

LETTER FROM REV. I. SMITH. 

Dr. Haven:—Permit me to say a few things 
through the Herald concerning myself and the society 
at Chicopee. Previous to the last Conference, such 
was my state of health that I was in doubt whether I 
ought to take an appointment, or rest a year; but 
having a great repugnance to giving up work, and 
being encouraged by my physician to think I might 
continue, I decided to do so; but the fatigue of Con- 
ference and of moving was too much for me. I was 
very sick the night after I got my goods off to the 
depot, and was unable to go out at all the next day ; 
but my goods had gone to Chicopee, and I followed 
with my family. We were welcomed with the well 
known cordiality and warm-heartedness of this gener- 
ous people. I succeeded in getting through with the 
services of the Sabbath, and on Monday evening I 
walked out to take a look at the place with my daugh- 
ter, then apparently in perfect health. On Thursday 
morning she died. This was a dreadful blow, and 
well nigh crushed us beneath its weight. But for the 
gospel we never could have endured it; but we were 
wonderfully sustained by its power. 

I continued my labors, but with failing strength, 
till the last of June, when, after a succession of attacks 
of bilious colic, I broke down completely, and was 
obliged to take my bed. My physician and friends 
advised that as soon as I was able I should go into 
the country, and spend two or three months at least. 
I did so, and for a time seemed improving ; but soon 
my hopes were disappointed ; I was worse again, and 
so I continued gaining and then losing, till I was taken 
very violently and carried near death’s door, so that 
my friends considered my case almost a hopeless one. 
Having tried all kinds of medical treatment with no 
benefit, I de¢ided to go to the Water Cure at Brattle- 
boro’ as a last resort, and as soon as it was thought 
safe I was carried there. I remained there eight 
weeks. During this time I improved in many respects 
very much, but did not gain my strength or flesh, both 
of which had nearly all left me. As the winter com- 
menced I found myself unable to continue the treat- 
ment, and returned to Chicopee. I am able to walk 
out a short distance in pleasant weather. My health 
on the whole is about the same as the first of the win- 
ter. Iam unable to endure any excitement or read- 
ing, or any mental effort ; my whole internal organism 
seems diseased and out of tune, and nothing seems to 
reach the cause to set it right. What is before me it 
is impossible to tell; but one thing I do know, that 
“all things work together for good to those that love 
God.” “ His will, not mine, be done!’”’ My hopes 
all rest on the doctrine of “Jesus Christ and him 
crucified.” I never saw such blessedness, such divine 
perfection and glory in the way of salvation by the 
atonement as of late ; O! thank God for the unspeaka- 
ble gift. My friends have been very kind to me every- 
way. My good brethren at Harvard Street, Cam- 
bridge, surprised me with a present of over one hun- 
dred dollars. May Heaven bless and reward them. 
Then the society here made us a donation of fifty dol- 
lars, and have allowed us the use of the parsonage till 
Conference, besides very many tokens of sympathy 
and good will. They are a very kind and generous- 
hearted people, and I hope that they may be blessed 
with a good and faithful minister the coming Confer- 
ence year, as they richly deserve. The last year has 
been an unfortunate one for them as well as me, yet they 
have not suffered so much as they feared. They have 
raised and expended in repairs on the house between 
four and five hundred dollars, making decided im- 
provements in its appearance. The congregation is 
larger than when I came here. They have been well 
supplied—much of the time by Bro. Wm. Rice, of 
Springfield—the rest from Wilbraham. There have 
been a few conversions. 

They held a festival a short time since, by which 
means they realized over four hundred dollars, which 
enables them to clear off the entire debt from tbe par- 
sonage, after paying what remained on the repairs of 
the church. May the Lord give them great pros- 
perity in the year to come. Isaac Situ.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL TIMES. 


This paper is published by the American Sunday 
School Union, ostensibly to record the progress of the 
Sunday School cause in this country, but really to do 
the work of an agent in those denominations, which, 
having Sunday School Unions of their own, very 
properly refuse contributions to its funds. Considered 
as_an agent of that society, the Times is not a badly 
managed thing. It advertises its books and periodicals 
in column after column (in a recent number nearly 
one fourth of the paper consisted of its advertisements); 
it parades the doings of its “ missionaries ” in eulo- 
gistic paragraphs, until an unsophisticated reader is 
ready to infer that the American S. S. Union is the 
body on which the evangelization of the country chiefly 
depends ; it makes ex-parte statements of the moral 
destitution of the West, which, if accepted as they 
stand, must lead its readers to the conclusion that 
whole counties in that growing region are as destitute 
of the gospel as the provinces of India or China; and 
it keeps up an unceasing appeal for money, MONEY, 
MONEY. As an agent extraordinary, for the Ameri- 
can S. S. Union, it is, doubtless, a paying concern. 

But what is it when judged as a Sunday School 
teacher’s paper for the different denominations into 
whose schools its agents pertinaciously thrust it? 
Does it faithfully record the progress of Sunday 
Schools in this nation as it professes to do? Does it? 
That it records with scrupulous and even wearisome 
fidelity the proceedings of union conventions, and even 
of village meetings at which its own agents figure 
prominently, is undeniable. Doubtless, the most in- 
significant facts in its own progress are blazoned forth 
most conspicuously. But, is the progress of the 
American 8. S. Union synonymous with the progress 
of the Sunday School cause in these United States? A 
reader of the Times is in danger of thinking so, for its 
conductors take the most sedulous care to keep him 
ignorant of the movements and results of other Sun- 
day School Unions. Did the Times ever record the 
doings and conventions of the Massachusetts, the New 
England, the Episcopal, the Baptist, or the Methodist 
Sunday School Unions? Would a reader who de- 
pended upon it for his Sunday School information 
learn of even the existence of these bodies, some of 
which are more efficient than the American Union it- 
self?

As an illustration of the one-sided and illiberal 
policy of the Times, let me state a fact or two: Last 
spring, a S. S. Convention of the Teachers of the M. 
E. Church in Philadelphia and vicinity was held in 
Philadelphia right under the eyesfof the Times. It 
was duly advertised in the city papers, and among the 
speakers was President Allen, of Girard College. Yet 
this recorder of Sunday School progress which often 
gives a column to a village gathering of its own friends, 
said not a word of this Convention! It was dumb 
also respecting the anniversary of our Union last fall, 


albeit its proceedings were freely published in papers 
found in the editorial sanctum of the Times. 

And yet this is the paper which which asks Meth. 
odist S. S. teachers to patronize it as a faithful recorder 
of the progress of the S. S. cause in these United 
States ! 

The fact is, the Times is simply the agent and organ 
of the American S. S. Union; and when its agents 
ask patronage for it on any other grounds they do not 
honestly state the case. 

I am pleased to learn that some of our friends in 
New York have a project under discussion for recom- 
mending the General Conference to order the publica- 
tion of a Sunday School Teachers’ Journal—a cheap 
monthly paper exclusively devoted to the discussion of 
Sunday School matters. Such a journal is a desider- 
atum, and would no doubt find ample patronage.

MISSOURI METHODISM. 
St. Louis, Feb. 9, 1860. 

Dear Dr. Haven :—One of our Presiding Elders 
has just related a recent instance illustrating our 
understanding of the General Rule as it is. 

Not long since a member of our church living about 
fifty miles from this city, a man of wealth and influ- 
ence, sold his only slave. The preacher in charge 
proceeded at once to call a committee of three to in- 
vestigate the case. The only plea put in as a justifi- 
cation of the act was, that the slave some years since 
cost $300, and that he sold for $1300, and that our 
General Rule applied to the African slave trade. 
The preacher interpreted it of the African trade in 
Africa or America, and the committee without hesita- 
tion pronounced the accused guilty, and he was at 
once expelled. The church in the place unanimously 
upheld the decision, indeed so unanimously that the 
offender, though he raved like a madman, judged it 
useless to appeal to the Quarterly Conference, which 
has just been held, and the whole matter is now set- 
tled. 

A case of the same kind occurred in our German 
work in this State, within about a year, and my in- 
formant, although he has been in the Conference 
seven or cight years, never heard of a case of a salo 
where the Discipline was not enforced, though he has 
known of many cases where Methodism has caused 
the emancipation of those before held in bondage. 
The only apparent exception occurred in a place in 
the north of the State, where a member was suspected 
of making a sale, but of this there was no proof. The 
slaves were supposed to have been taken back to Vir- 
ginia by a sheriff to satisfy a debt. In reply to in- 
quiries the member said, ‘‘ Bro. Conklin, I have done 
with slavery forever, and my children I hope will have 
no more to do with it.” There are in the East half of 
the State about half a dozen slaveholders, and indeed 
those are but nominally such. In the West, and es- 
pecially in the NorthwMt, in the territory dedicated to 
freedom by the noted Missouri compromise, there are 
a few more, but not exceeding fifty. 

By the by, you noticed the negro bill with which we 
were charged. It never became a law, and there is 
good reason to believe its authors never intended it 
should. It was a mere political manouvre.

LETTER FROM NEW YORK. 
Encouragement to Pray—Revivals. 


New York, March 8, 1860. 

Mr. Epitor :—That we should pray without ceas- 
ing, is the injunction of scripture, and though cases 
may occur in which a good man almost fears his peti- 
tions are unheard, still numberless ones are recorded 
where answers from above have been given, even 
when to human appearance farther intercession was 
useless. An instance I will cite: it is in the experi- 
ence of one of our most popular city preachers

ous event changed the whole current of his thoughts ; 
his father, a worthy, moral man, advanced in years, 
was in nature’s darkness, and had no particular 
friendliness to Methodism ; the son feared if he an, 
nounced his determination to leave the law, it would 
not be well received, but if he told the old gentleman 
he intended to be a Methodist minister, he much fear- 
ed, I was almost about to say, the consequences. 

To his great surprise his beloved parent said “ho 
would as soon sce him a Methodist minister, as one of 
any other denomination.” He became, and is now 
a popular preacher in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. The father’s case was made the subject of 
constant intercession, and of occasional exhortation to 
seek the salvation of the gospel ; for some eight or ten 
years the prayers and efforts of the son seemed of lit- 
tle avail; but, said the young minister, “ About a 
month ago I received a message from my father that 
he wished to see me. I hastened to his resid , and 
to my unspeakable joy found he was a true penitent ; 
with him I prayed, and soon had the happiness of 
hearing him testify that God for Christ’s sake had 
pardoned his sins ; as beautiful a conversion as I ever 
knew. And the further gratification had I of baptiz- 
ing my father in the name of the Father, of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost.” “ And now,” continued the 
speaker, “‘ My aged parent, with his head covered with 
the snows of more than eighty winters, is a probationer 
within the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

From all quarters revival intelligence pours in; 
letters from London tell us of an extraordinary relig- 
ious influence prevailing in the city; public religious 
exercises are held during working days, by Rev. Bap- 
tist Noel and others. In Wales, also, there is a 
wonderful work of grace in the counties of Anglesea, 
Caernarvon, Denbigh and Meirioncth ; religious influ- 
ence generally prevails. From various parts of our 
country, also, there is cheering news for Zion’s follow- 
ers ; out of 310 students in the college of New Jersey, 
118 are professors of religion, and over 50 of these are 
looking to the gospel ministry.

Exploits of a Lunatic.—The Cleveland (Ohio) Her- 
ald says that a man named Wheedon, confined in the 
Northern Ohio Lunatic Asylum, has three times es- 
caped from that institution despite the utmost precau- 
tions of the keepers, and by very extraordinary means.

Eight Days from Bunker Hill to the Golden Gate.—

a telegraphic dispatch sent from Boston on the 3d of 
April, at 5 o’clock, P. M., to St. Josephs, Missouri, 
will be taken from there across the plains and moun- 
tains to Carson Valley, and there retelegraphed, reach- 
ing San Francisco on the 11th of April.

The Hungarian.—A letter from Thomas Glennie, 
the famous diver, makes the following statement. 
Writing from Yarmouth under date of the 4th inst., he 
says: 

I have just returned from a visit to the wreck of the 
ill-fated Hungarian. We found her head lying North- 
east upon the south side of the inner part of the 
“Round Shoal,” which bears about north from the 
western Cape Ledge. Her two ends were standing 
only, the centre being completely flattened down to 
the keelson, including her engines. ‘The greater part 
of the cargo hangs in rags throughout the wreck and 
surrounding rocks. The depth of water is about 
twenty-two feet at low tide. We made several at- 
tempts to operate with our swbmarine armor, but the 
high sea and tide prevented our getting down. No 
successful diving can be accomplished until there is 
fine weather. The ship went to pieces the day she 
struck, and in a very short time everything about her 
was scattered by the wind and waves. The greater 
part of the cargo floated up the coast, and much of it 
was saved by the persons living on the Cape.

Jewish Converts —There has been quite a commo- 
tion lately at Berlin, relative to the dietary and other 
laws that should be observed by those Jewish converts 
to Christianity (we need not say that they are few in 
number) who have left the Synagogue for the Church. 
The Rev. Mr. Thomas, a Lutheran missionary of 
repute as a theologian, tends that the Israelite, 
although accepting the “Gospel” as his guide, is not 
freed from the observance of the ceremonial laws of 
Moses. This he demonstrates by citing the wfitings 
of the founder of his church ; consequently he forbids 
his Jewish proselytes to eat pork or oysters, or to in- 
fringe any of the other statutes of the Mosaic period.

GENERAL INTELLIGENCE. 

Foreign News.—European dates to the 23d were re- 
ceived last week. 

It seems to be settled that the second daughter of 
Queen Victoria, the Princess Alice, is to have as hus- 
band the young Prince of Orange. The marriage is 
to take place on the anniversary of the Queen’s birth- 
day, on the 24th of May next. 

Lord Elgin is again to proceed to China, in his 
character of Plenipotentiary, for the purpose of effect- 
ing, if possible, a pacific solution of the difficulty, be- 
fore ulterior measures are resorted to 

Ministerial circulars have been promulgated by the 
Government of France, demanding obedience to the 
laws of the Empire from the clergy on the Roman 
question. A report was current that a plot against 
the Emperor Napoleon had been discovered. 

A convocation had been held at the Vatican, at 
which it was decided that the King of Sardinia should 
not be excommunicated, whatever political events 
might transpire. 

It is reported that Russia and Prussia have joined in 
a proposal fora C ce of the five Great Powers. 
Meanwhile the preparations fora renewal of the war in 
Italy are prosecuted with energy by the parties in- 
volved. 

The Spaniards have met with a repulse, and lost 
200 men in a sortie from their gariison at Melilla. 

The Case of Mr. Booth—The Supreme Court of 
Wisconsin has refused to grant a habeas corpus, applied 
for in the case of Sherman M. Booth. Chief Justice 
Dixon was opposed to granting the application, and 
Judge Paine was considered disqualified on account of 
his being Mr. Booth’s attorney in the case, before his 
election to the Supreme Bench. So Mr. Booth re- 
mains in the custody of the U. S. Marshal. 

The Supreme Court.—Judge Taney attended a con 
sultation of the Supreme Court, last week, and is 
gaining strength daily. He expects to resume his 
seat on the bench, after the present brief recess. He 
is now 84 years old. Judge Daniel is still feeble and 
desponding in tone. As the Supreme Court proposes 
to sit until May, Judge McLean will return within a 
fortnight to Ohio, to resume the duties of his circuit, 
which have increased largely, there being 2,700 cases 
on the docket. His health is now as vigorous as at 
any time during the last fifteen years, and he performs 
as much labor as any two of his associates. 





The Harper’s Ferry Investigating Committee, after a 
long deliberation, have formally decided not to call 
Governor Wise before them. The minority wanted 
the Governor called, in order that the contents of John 
Brown’s papers, captured by him, might be brought to 
light ; but the majority refuse. 

Eight Days from Bunker Hill to the Golden Gate.— 
The Washington correspondent of the Boston Journal

Our afflicted brother C. J. Talbot, of Wilton, Me., 
acknowledges in the last Kennebec Journal the recep- 
tion of sums of money sent to him at various times 
during the last year, amounting in all to $193.50. He 
says nearly half of this sum has been appropriated to 
defray the expenses of the last sickness and funeral of 
his wife. The remainder is reserved for the payment, 
in part, of a debt which matures in April next. Of his 
present condition, Bro. T. says : 

My physical condition has somewhat improved, so 
that I am suffering less than formerly, particularly 
during 1858 ; but L am still confined to the bed with 
the future quite uncertain and problematical. While 
few have been called to meet more severe afflictions 
and sufferings, or in consequence of former circum- 
stances and position in society, been subjected to great- 
er humiliation of feelings, fewer still, as unworthy, 
have possessed, in the hour of adversity, so many and 
such devoted friends, and none have been laid under 
greater obligations to God for his merciful forbearance 
and loving favor.

The depth of water is about 
twenty-two feet at low tide. We made several at- 
tempts to operate with our swbmarine armor, but the 
high sea and tide prevented our getting down. No 
successful diving can be accomplished until there is 
fine weather. ‘The ship went to pieces the day she 
struck, and in a very short time everything about her 
was scattered by the wind and waves. The greater 
part of the cargo floated up the coast, and much of it 
was saved by the persons living on the Cape. 

Fatal Disease among Cattle—The farmers of our 
Commonwealth, and, indeed, of New England, will 
learn with regret that a disease which threatens to 
prove as extensive and fatal as the cattle murrain of 
Europe, if, indeed, it be not the same malady, has 
made its appearance among the stock in North Brook- 
field and vicinity. The Journal gives the following 
account of its origin and spread, which is corroborated 
from other sources : 

The disease was introduced last summer by a calf 
of a foreign breed, brought from the town of Belmont. 
It fixes itself upon the lungs, and produces a violent 
cough, and the lungs are finally destroyed. Some of 
the cattle attacked with it linger along for weeks ; 
others die in a few days after the attack. None have 
recovered. 

Letters from farmers in North Brookfield say that 
the disease is apparently making a clean sweep through 
the herds in that section, where it has got a foothold. 
One man has lost ten head of cattle, and has as many 
more sick. Another man has lost seven, and the best 
of his herd are sick. In North Brookfield and New 
Braintree, the disease is in five or six herds. 

One gentleman in North Brookfield writes to a mem- 
ber of the Legislature that the disease is of the most 
alarming character. The calf from Belmont was car- 
ried to Leonard Stoddard. His cattle began to be 
taken sick, and one after another died. He sold an 
animal to Mr. Olmstead, and the stock of the latter 
are all dying. Mr. Stoddard also sold a cow to Mr. 
Huntington, who has since lost seven cows, and has 
ten more sick; so of another herd in New Braintree, 
where some of Mr. Stoddard’s stock were sent. If 
allowed to spread, continues the writer, the disease will 
cause genaral destruction. It is a foreign disease, and 
the same that prevails in Holland at this time. It 
seems almost certainly fatal. 

The Journal recommends some effective and prompt 
remedy, or the disease will spread all over the State. 
The Legislature has been petitioned to interpose, and 
stop the sale of infected stock, and are now consider- 
ing the subject. 

Dr. Mattocks, of Lyndon, Vt., in an article to the 
Journal, prescribes the use of sulphur and pulverized 
charcoal, mixed with ground or grated raw potatoes. 
Administer freely, not only to the animals already sick, 
but to those that have been exposed. 

The New England Farmer says: ‘ We hold that 
the only sure and effectual safequard is the immediate 
slaughter of every animal which is infected. This 
course will entail considerable loss upon farmers, but 
we should advocate it, even if the State were to be 
called on to make good the loss ; for a comparatively 
small expenditure, now, may not only prevent the 
spread of a loathsome and fatal disease, but also pro- 
tect people from the possible evils of purchasing the 
carcases of the affected animals for food.”

Exploits of a Lunatic—The Cleveland (Ohio) Her- 
ald says that a man named Wheedon, confined in the 
Northern Ohio Lunatic Asylum, has three times es- 
caped from that institution despite the utmost precau- 
tions of the keepers, and by very extraordinary means. 
Knowing that he was intent on escaping, the officers 
stripped and searched him every night, to prevent his 
secreting any instraments. About two weeks ago he 
took 4 set of false teeth out of his mouth, and contriv- 
ed with them to saw a hole through the floor of his 
chamber, through which he dropped and escaped from 
the house. Being captured and carried back, he a 
few days after secreted a pin, and with that insignifi- 
cant instrument managed to pick the lock of his door 
and escape into the hall, where he was caught. On 
Saturday night he secreted a small brass ring, split at 
one part, in his hair, and with that during the night 
cut through the window sash and shutter, so as to 
enable him to remove them from the window. He 
then made a rope of his bed clothes, and by its aid 
reached the ground, and got so far away that he was 
not overtaken till Sunday afternoon. He was very 
quiet when arrested, and made no resistance to being 
taken back.

Encouraging Sympathy —In the canton of Vaud, 
Switzerland, a society has lately been organized, hav- 
ing for its object the collection of money to be applied 
in purchasing and freeing slaves held in this country. 
The sum of $400 was received a short time since by a 
Swiss clergyman, acting for the society, at Highland, 
Madison Co., Ill., and appropriated in purchasing a 
colored Methodist minister of St. Louis. The liberat- 
ed minister will depart for Liberia, where it is his in- 
tention to labor in establishing schools for the enlight- 
enment of his race. 


Business in Minnesota —A correspondent at St. 
Paul, Minnesota, writes as follows: ‘ Our merchants 
are anxiously looking forward to the spring business, 
hoping and expecting better times. The past three 
months have been the most severe we have experienced 
for years, not only in cold weather, but in hard times 
and scarcity of money. Unless we have emigration 
and a greater amount of business, our merchants will 
have to push further West, or leave for the South.” 


The Slave Trade.—It is rumored at Savannah that- 
the steamer City of Norfolk, recently plying between 
that port and New York, has been sold to parties in 
the latter city who intend to make alterations to in- 
crease her speed, and then send her to Africa for a 
cargo of negroes. 


Ohio declines providing Sacrifices for Moloch.—The 
Grand Jury of Jefferson County, Va., having found 
indictments against Owen Brown, son of John Brown, 
and Francis Merriam, two of the Harper’s Ferry in- 
surgents, Gov. Letcher has made a requisition apon 
Gov. Dennison, of Ohio, for their arrest. Gov. Den- 
nison declines issuing warrants for their arrest, and 
states that he has already given his reasons to Gov. 
Letcher. 

Movement of U. S. Troops.—General Scott last week 
issued orders for the movement of five hundred troops 
from the northern stations to the frontier of Texas ; 
they will leave on the 15th of March, in vessels direct 
to the mouth of the Mississippi. Captain Palmer 
tukes command. 

Easement to Debtors.—The Legislature of Minnesota 
has made a law exempting for three years farms in 
that State from sale on execution for debt; in other 
words, giving its citizens a forced extension of their 
debts for three years. The measure is considered one 
of great beneficence by the farmers, but their creditors 
will probably look at it differently. 


Singular.—Six years since, a lady at North Sand- 
wich, N. H., swallowed accidentally a needle. The 
needle was a shoe needle, and a little over an inch 
long. She was considerably alarmed at the time, but 
not feeling any inconvenience from it, the circumstance 
in time passed completely from her memory. A few 
days since, however, she felt a pricking sensation in her 
foot, and in course of time the needle was taken from 
the outer side of the foot near the little toe joint—the 
wound soon healing without giving her any trouble. 


Non-Intercourse.—Notwithstanding trade and com- 
merce are to cease between the North and the South, it 
seems that there are those in the south who are willing 
and anxious to secure northern labor. A gentleman 
in this city recently received a proposition from a 
southern shoe firm to remove to their town and engage 
with them on a large scale in the manufacture of boots 
and shoes, urging him to take on the machinery and 
help to carry on the business, for which they would 
furnish means. They stated that southern help “ was 
of no account.”— Worcester Spy. 


A New State House for Rhode Island.—The ques- 
tion is to be submitted to the voters of Rhode Island 
whether they will anthorize the General Assembly to 
make a loan of $150,000 to defray the cost of erecting 
a State House in Providence.

Here we are, upon the top; now look about 
you and say, did a more beautiful prospect ever 
greet your eyes? so many spires pointing heaven- 
ward, reminding us that this is not our continuing 
city; and away there does not our noble Connecti- 
cut spread itself most gracefully ? Does it not re- 
mind you of the waters on which Jesus walked, so 
smooth and sparkling in the sunlight? and just 
beneath our feet these many dwellings, that seem 
as if containing happy ones; but we cannot tell 
how care, deep sorrow, and how many breaking 
hearts may be in them. But we must not stop 
here ; there is a little nest where the birdlings are 
very dear to me ; we will only glance upon it, for 
my heart is filled with the dear by-gones. 

Here, at the foot of this smaller hill we are now 
approaching, stands a house—ah ! here we are in 
pia sight; but no, the house is gone—it stands 
only in memory now. Well, it was once my home. 
I was small then, so that I did not remember the 
snows of the previous winter, or the flowers that 
followed; but I well remember how long the 
wintry days seemed there, when I would climb 
into a chair beside the window, look out and won- 
der if the snow would ever leave; and my mother, 
to while away the hours, would tell how the snow 
would melt away, and the birds come, the grass 
grow green, and some bright morning, if I should 
get up early, I should see O! so many flowers, all 
nestled down beside the little brook that was 
frozen now. 

It seemed a fairy tale to me, but each morning 
when she waked me I would ask, have the flowers 
come? At last she came one morning and said 
that now beside the brook there were little flow- 
ers, not sleepy-eyed, but bright and beaming; that 
I must be up soon, for they did as little girls 
should, go to sleep very early. I was quickly 
dressed, and ran and saw, I hardly knew what, for 
even my childish imagination had never dreamed 
of so many star-like golden beauties. Do you re« 
member your first “ig t of dandelions? I thought 
they must have fallen from the skies, for I was 
sure that when I went to bed the night before the 
sky was covered with them; now they were to be 
seen only in the green grass, but they did not 
twinkle as before their fall. After breakfast I 
went with a little playmate, and was initiated into 
the mysteries of teling who loved butter best. 

And just across the way—that house is like the 
hill we climbed a while ago—much smaller than in 
those days, but that next became our home. I 
shall never forget the kitchen, with its large Phila- 
delphia stove ; it was there I learned to say “ Our 
Father.” I used to kneel each night beside my 
father and say, “ Now I lay me,” until it seemed 
nothing but a form, and I wearied of it, and one 
night when I kneeled I spread my fingers out, 
asked him to say “Inty, minty,” instead ; ’twould 
be so much prettier than always saying that little 
prayer. Then he looked me in the face, told me 
what prayer was, and then said “Our Father,” J 
repeating it after him. 

And that little room over the door—there with 
three little playmst+s our class meetings were held 
—thorough little Methodists we were. I was a 

inted leader, and in one of our meetings I asked 
Bro. John the state of his mind. He dilated 
largely upon the beauties of nature, and in the 
course of his remarks said pig-weeds grew to be 
very large trees. I felt it my duty as class leader 
to correct him, told him I had heard my father 
read that mustard seeds would become such large 
trees that the birds might lodge in them, but pis- 
weeds never did. He persisted in the truth of his 
statement, and the meeting was broken up by 
each child running home to ask mother’s opinion. 

How widely scattered that little ow now. 
Bro. John is preaching amid the hills of the 
“ Granite State.” Carne graces a home in what 
was then the far, far West, but within a few years 
the distance has been greatly shortened by rail- 
ways; and James, when just entering manhood, 
leaned upon Jesus’ breast and passed joyfully 
away. 

ow let us follow the windings of this river. 

I had 
nearly forgotten the circumstance, but now it 
comes so vividly before me. Once I stood here 
and saw my father rescue a little boy from a 
watery grave. He had risen for the last time; 
many Were standing upon the bank, but unable to 


swim, when just as he was leaving our sight, my 


father, who had only this moinent arrived, swary 
to him, caught him with a firm grasp and brought 
him to the shore. 

Away in the distatce you see that row of trees; 
we once lived within their shadows. How often 
did I tell them to take themszlyes up and move 
into the middie of the river, firmly expecting to 
see them picking up their roots and starting off ; but 
as they remained stationary, I gravely concluded 
they could not be like the sycamines I had read 
of-——and here, at this turning of the road, after a 
— fall of rain the water would stand in pools, 
which I would try to walk over by faith, and would 
be surprised to find my feet had hewn wet, and 
were fast sinking in the mud—a great wrong, 
somewhere, I thought. 

Now we are standing before the dear old home- 
stead, and the memories of that “south room” 
pass in rapid succession before me. It was in that 
room I first saw death. Dear Sister E. lived with 
us, and her little Mary was my delight. Each 
night when school was over, I would run home as 
fast as possible, and my first inquiries were for the 
little one. One night I found the whole family 

thered there; a kind néighbor was holding little 
Gor; Sister E. and her husband were weeping 
bitterly. I could not understand the meaning of 
their tears, and looked wonderingly upon each 
one there. At length my father said, “ and this is 
death, but here it has no sting ; it is painful, it is 
true, but no sin has been committed by this little 
one, therefore no fears.” He said much that my 
childish mind could not comprehend. Little 
Mary’s days, though few, had been sufferin ones ; 
only eleven weeks had she been with us, but she 
had twined herself closely about our hearts. With 
grief I watched each preparation for the funeral, 
standing beside my father while he made ready 
her tiny coflin, measuring it with my hands, and 
wondering why the Lord should take our baby. 

After the funeral Sister E. left us, and I re- 
mained the only child with my parents—two sis- 
ters and my brother being West—and how bright 
seemed the days when we received news of the 
absent ones. ; 

A few happy years passed. I had arrived at 
the age of fourteen, and one bright August after- 
noon I returned from my task and found our fam- 
ily gathered in that same “south room.” <A few 
neighbors had come in; our good pastor was rap- 
idly pacing the floor, and I observed tears on the 
faces of all; what could they mean? Upon the 
table lay an open letter; I grasped it and read, 
“ Sister S. has gone to a better world.” 

That was the first child my pareats had been 
called to part with. Suddenly the blow came upon 
us; it seemed as if nature sympathized in our sor- 
row ; the birds sang sadly, and a dark veil rested 
upon the flowers. 

In fourteen days I returned again. I found 
the same group in the same “south room.” 
Again I found our dear pastor pacing the floor, 
the tears of sympathy falling fast, and with choking 
voice speaking comforting words. Again upon 
the table lay an open letter—another had been 
called—Sister E. had gone home. : 

During the spring Sister S. had been making 
preparations to move still farther West, and wrote 
to E., who was living in a neighboring State, that 
if she intended ever to visit her to come that sum- 
mer, as in the autumn she would probably be 
much farther from her. E. went, taking her fam- 
ily with her, and it was truly the last visit; they 
both sickened, and ere the autumn came were 
lying side by side in the village graveyard. 

A cold November evening we heard a feeble 
rap upon onr door; we opened it, and there stood 
a weeping widower with two motherless babes in 
his arms. How gladly we welcomed them—the 
children of Sister E., little A. and the baby 
Nancy. 

In the following winter I was at school one day, 
and a strange feeling coming over me, I closed my 
books and sat looking from the window, thinking 
of the dear sisters who had left us. Coming down 
a long hill at some distance, I saw a man urging 
forward his horse, that persisted in a slow and 
solemn pace. A strange presentiment took pos- 
session of me. I could not take my eyes from 
them—yes, they stopped at my father’s door. I 
asked permission and hastened home. Scarlatina 
had done its work. My brother’s babes, his only 
ones, were lying in one coffin; on the morrow 
they were to be consigned to the grave. 

Again our sympathizing pastor came and freely 
mingled his tears with ours. I well remember 
how difficult his utterance when he said, “ Bro. 
H. I do not know but the Lord is going to take 
all your family from you, but say, ‘ Blessed be his 
holy name,’” and the dear old man sobbed like a 
child. 

In a few days my brother came. I suppose the 
sight of the motherless ones with us had a deeper 
effect upon him than he had anticipated ; he could 
not speak, but took our baby Nancy in his arms, 
walked the floor a long time, then silently started 
for his darkened home, weary miles away. “ How 
inscrutable are the ways of Providence!” Human 
wisdom would have removed those motherless ones, 
and spared my brother his babes. But God is too 
wise to err ; their mission had been fulfilled, and he 
called them to the higher world. 

In one year Sister E.’s husband married again, 
and took his eldest child, but little Nancy remain- 
ed with us. In four years, one cold evening in 
early autumn, the angel death rapped at our door, 
and in his icy arms enfolded our pet and idol, 
Nancy ; in that same “ south room” she yielded to 
his grasp. And after that we left our home and 
sought another among comparative strangers, and 
scarcely were we settled, ere my father was sum- 
moned and peacefully yielded hisspirit to his Maker. 
The grass had not become green upon his grave, 
when L. my eldest sister sickened, and in a few 
months her body was resting in a lonely grave- 
yard upon yonder mountain side. Deep trials had 
marked her way, but her departure was in full 
hope of a glorious immortality. 

And do we not feel very sad and lonely, so 
many of our dear ones having been removed ? 

Not as we once counted sadness. It is hard part- 
ing with friends, and were we left to choose for 
ourselves, probably they would always remain with 
us; we missthem much. But so many mercies 
have been mixed with this bitter cup, that we can- 
not indulge in murmurings. Of the little ones who 
have been taken, we cannot doubt their welfare. 
You know our Saviour said, “ Of such is the king- 
dom of heaven.” The older ones died in faith, 
resting upon Jesus. 

When feelings of loneli come upon us, we 
speak of the group in heaven. A few more days, 
afew more trials, then if we are faithful they will 
receive us in those heavenly mansions where we 
shall abide forever ; no sickness, no death. 

And now your eyes are filled with tears. I fear 
Ihave wearied you with these recollections, but 
Jesus wept at the grave of Lazarus, and surely we 
may weep at the graves of our friends; not ever 
abide by them and weep, for life has other duties 
for us. Let us hie away to our homes, faithfully 
discharge our duties to those whom God has spared 
us; let our lives be such that when our summons 
comes, we may hear, “ Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant, enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.”

WHOLESOME BREAD, 


How to make it of flour and water and a little - 
salt, with no yeast, saleratus, cream of tartar or any 
such vile soap-making stuff. ; 

Take as much milk-warm water as you will want 
to make your batch of bread, and ‘salt it about 
twice as salt as you would if you were going to 
mix the same quantity into saleratus bread. Stir 
in flour enongh to make a paste about as thick as 
griddle-cake dough. Set this dish of paste into a 
pot-of warm water on the stove hearth where the 
water in the pot will keep warm all the time. 
This will give the paste an even temperature. 

In four or five hours the paste will rise and foam 
like yeast. Then turn it into your mixing pan and 
mix in flour enough to make your dough for bread, 
and mould it into your pans ready for baking. Set 
the pans in a warm place, under or about the stove, 
and cover them over with a clean cloth or paper 
and let it rise, which will take about two hours, ; 
and as soon asit is fairly raised put it into a hot 
oven and bake it quick and thoroughly. 

You will have the lightest, whitest and sweetest 
bread that can be made, and that which is healthy, | 
and will retain the natural taste of a handful of | 
wheat when chewed in your mouth, and is not | 
spoiled by saleratus, cream of tartar, yeast powder, ;

Another veteran gone to his reward. 

Rev. Moses Stone, Local Elder in the M. E. 
Church, departed this life, in Jay, Me., Feb. 17, at the 
advanced age of 82 years, 6 months and 7 days. 

Father Stone, as & was familiarly called, was born 
sin Watertown, Mass., Aug. 10, 1777, near what is now 
the cemetery of Mt. Auburn, the greater part of which 
was then inclosed in his father’s farm. He came to 
Jay, Me., April, 1802, by the request of his father, 
who had purchased land there in that then wilderness 
land, occupying the only framed dwelling-house in 
town. Two years after he with his companion joined 
the first Methodist class in Jay, on the east side of the 
Androscoggin River, formed by Rev. Joseph Baker. 
Of this class he remained a truly worthy and accepta- 
ble member until death. In 1813, on the death of 
Scarbro Parker, the first class leader, he became his 
successor, and soon after he commenced preaching the 
gospel, and continued to perform the daties of the sa- 
cred office till the infirmities of age compelled him to 
desist. Two weeks before he died.he fell by the bed- 
side, and from this time was unable to sit up. His 
sufferings were severe during part of his sickness, but 
for some time before his death he appeared to be en- 
tirely free from pain, and sunk into a quiet sleep, from 
which he did not awake. 

Father Stone served his own generation by the will 
of God, and as one of the gracious results, his family 
of six children are all converted to God, and have 
been members of the M. E. Church more than twenty 
years, and one of them, the Rev. Cornelius Stone, is 
a member of the Maine Conference. Several of his 
grand-children are members also of the same commun- 
ion. Thus the influence of the good man shall live, 
and it may be truly said that he being dead yet speak- 
eth. He has stood with the church in this place amid 
all her trials and toils and sacrifices. The writer of 
this notice was appointed to this charge sixteen years 
ago, when the spirit of come-out-ism was rife in this 
region, and found Father S. as firm as an iron pillar 
strong in his influence against those who would have 
rent the church in pieces, and his name will long be 
remembered with grateful emotion by many on earth, 
and we trust also that in heaven there will be many to 
greet him asthe instrament in the hand of God in 
bringing them to their happy home. One of his prom- 
inent features was conscientious devotion in all the re- 
lations in life.
